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BAKER IGNORED 
IN POLICE INQUIRY 


Mayor Gaynor Has Commissioner 
of Accounts Fosdick Investi- 
gate Complaints. 








MYSTERY OF EAST SIDE CASE 
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Close Inquiry Into Allegation That 
Policeman Robbed a Woman and 
Locked Her Up in a Barber Shop. 


— 





Mayor Gaynor broke precedents yester- 
day, stepping over Commissioner Baker's 
head and choosing a Commissioner of Ac- 
counts to investigate the incident of the 
night of Jan. 27 in a barber’s shop near the 
East Thirty-fourth Street Ferry, in which 
two policemen and a2 woman are said to 
have figured. 

When it became known yesterday that 
all such complaints which reach the May- 
or in the future will be looked into by 
the Commissioners of Accounts instead of 
the Police Commissioner there was con- 
sternation in the Police Department. The 
investigation of the Thirty-fourth Street 
case has uncovered one of the most sen- 
sational stories of police misbehavior that 
has yet come to the attention of the 
Mayor. Although the utmost secrecy has 
been maintained by Raymond B. Fosdick, 
the new Commissioner of Accounts, who 
has been investigating this case, it was 
learnei yesterday that evidence had been | 
obtained involving many policemen. 


Even Baker in the Dark. 


With the exception of Policeman John 
Groves of the East Thirty-fifth Street 
Station and Policeman John Phelan of 
Commissioner F'osdick’s office, not @ 
member of the Police Department knows 
just what has come to light during the 
investigation, which was finished ‘by Mr. 
Fosdick yesterday. Even Capt. Patrick 
Cray, who commands the East Thirty- 
fifth Street Station and who is a brother- 
in-law of Tammany Leader Charlies IF. 
Murphy, has been kept in the dark, he 
says. And Commissioner Baker knows 
no more about the matter than does Capt. 
Cray. 

Policeman Groves has appeared twice be- 
fore the Commissioner of Accounts, once 
en Tuesday and again yesterday, but 
what he told Mr. Fosdick will remain a 
secret until to-day, when a full report of 
the case will be placed in the hands of 
Mayor Gaynor. Policeman Groves was 
on duty at the ferry on the night of Jan. 
27, the date named in the» charges, but, 
was shifted yesterday by Capt. Cray to 
the post in St. Gabriel’s Park, on First 
Avenue, and when seen there by a TIMES 
reporter Groves was so anxious to avoid 
all inquiries that ne Genied his identity. 
He denied that he had ever been on the 
ferry post or trat he knew anything about 
the East Thirty-fourth Street case. 

Police Feizn Ignorance. 

The inquiry is based on an alleged oc- 
currence in the barber's shop of John 
Maretto in East Thirty-fourth Street. On 
that block, in the early part of the even- 
ing, two traffic men, besides the patrol- 
man, are on duty. The traffic men who 
are supposed to have been on the post 
on Jan. are Policemen Whitsel and 
Wallock. But both denied yesterday that 
they knew of any trouble in the barber's 
shop on that day or night. 

From the stories which are going the 
rounds in the neighborhood of the Long 
Island Railroad ferries, a well-dressed 
woman, said to be the wife of a real es- 
tate operator in New Jersey appeared on 
the street between First Avenue and the 
ferry early in the evening on Jan. 27. She 
Was accompanied by a peer mre whose 
identity has not been discovered. They 
went to the barber’s shop and the woman 
disappeared. As to what followed ac- 
counts differ. 

One story which was being told yester- 
fay by those who have places of busi- 
ness near the ferry was that the woman 
was served with liquor in the barber's 
shop, and that she and one or two police- 
men made merry there until nearly 10 
o'clock, when she was locked in. Ac- 
cording to this story, the woman remained 
locked in the barber’s shop until nearly 
ae when she began to scream for 
elp. : 

Persons passing on the way to the 
ferry, so the story goes, heard the wo- 
man’s cries, and upon investigation 
saw her leaning out of a transom over 
the door, and crying lustily for assistance. 
She is said to have told those who gath- 
ered in front of the door that she had 
been locked in the place by a police- 
man, and that she had been robbed of her 
pocketbook containing all the money she 
had. According to this story, the woman 
was released by being pulled through the 
transom, and she went away. No police- 
man could be found on the post at that 
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me. 

There is another version of the story. 
Many of those who were in their places 
of business along that part of Thirty- 
fourth street on the night of Jan. 27 say 
that the woman had been often seen in’ 
the neighborhood hobnobbing with police- 
men, 

Max Berringer, who has a cigar store 
at 413 East Thirty-fourth Street, said 
yesterday that he and several friends were 
playing: cards in the rear of the store 
about 10 o’clock on the night in question, 
when a newsboy ran in and exclaimed: 

“There is a woman in the barber’s 
fhop over the way, and she’s soused! ” 

Mr. Berringer and his friends ran out 
to see the fun. But when they got to 
Moretto’s place the woman had gone. 
They learned from those in front of the 
place that Moretto and his assistant, Jo- 
seph Marandino, had left the barber’s 
shop just before 10 o’clock, and that the 
woman entered there with a policeman. 

All of the stories were vague, and no 
details were forthcoming from Commis- 
sioner Fosdick and Policeman Phelan. 
Phelan appeared at the barber’s shop early 
yesterday morning and notified Josep 
Marandino, the assistant barber, that he 
was wanted in the office of Mr. Fosdick, 
at 280 Broadway. Marandino, after hav- 
ing been questioned for an hour or more 
by the Commissioner of Accounts, said 
that he told him nothing. Moretto also 
refused to talk. 

‘‘T know nothing and I say nothing,’’ 
said Moretto to a reporter. - 

Further than admitting that his investi- 

ation was about complete and that he 
nad sent his report to Mayor Gaynor, 
Mr. Fosdick refused to discuss the case. 
Mayor Gaynor had left City Hall for the 
day when the report arrived there, and 
it will be given him the first thing this 
morning. 

It is understood that the case was, 
called to the Mayor's attention by a man 
who witnessed the alleged ill-treatment of 
the woman. Whether the woman has been 
interviewed by Mr. Fosdick or not could 
not be learned yesterday, although it was 
stated at 280 Broadway that no woman 
had appeared as a witness there. 

Capt. Cray seemed worried yesterday 
afternoon, 

‘*J have done nothing in this case be- 
cause it has not been called officially to 
my attention,”’ he said. ‘‘ There was no 
woman «arrested here on the night of 
Jan. 27, and no complaint was made to 
me. I have not questioned Groves at all 
about the matter, although I know he has 
been down before the Commissioner of 
Accounts.’’ 

Police Commissioner Baker was not 
anxious to talk about the case yesterday. 
When he was asked why the Mayor had 
gone over his head and put the investi- 
gation in the hands of the Commissioner 
ef Accounts, Mr. Baker replied: 

“As to that I have nothing to say,” 





FALLING WORKMAN CAUGHT. 


Rabbitt Saved by Donlevey, Who In 
Turn Falls and May Die. 


A cry of fear from above their heads 
caused every steel worker on the second 
floor of the new steel addition to the Otis 
Elevator Machine Works in Woodworth 
Avenue, Yonkers, to look up anxiously 
yesterday afternoon, just before quitting 
time. ‘They saw John Rabbitt of 318 East 
126th Street, who had lost his footing on 
the fourth floor, hurtling through the air, 
turning over and over as he fell. 

Walter_Donlevey was at work on the 
outside girder on the second floor, and 
quickly wrapping his legs &bout this beam 
of steel, he reached outward into the 
course through which Rabbitt must fall 
and caught him. 

Donlevey got a clutch on Rabbitt’s left 
arm, and although the wrench nearly 
twisted him from his perch, he stuck to 
the girder and held on to Rabbitt. Other 
workmen hurried to him, shouting en- 
couragement, but just as the foremost 
was almost within reach Donlevey’s 
strength gave out. 

His finger nails had been torn 
the flesh and the muscles of his 
were nearly ruptured. Hanging head 
downward himself Donlevey was lictie 
more than conscious, and as his fingers 
Slowly loosed their grip on Rabbitt, let- 
ting the man pitch downward again two 
Stories to the ground, Donlevey himself 
became senseless. His legs relaxed their 
hold on the girder, and he would have 
fallen had not other workmen grabbed 
him just in time. 

Donlevey was carried to the ground, 
and there Rabbitt was found in an un- 
conscious heap. Fellow-workmen were 
about to summon an ambulance when 
Dr. Max Fischmann of 8 Warburton 
Avenue happened along in his buggy. 

The physician reyived both men and 
found that Rabbitt’s left leg was broken 
while Donlevey was injured internally 
from the strain to which he had been 
subjected. Dr. Fischmann called an am- 
bulance and had both men taken to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, where it was said that 
Donlevey might die of his injuries, al- 
though Rabbitt was almost certain to re- 
cover, 


FRENCH FLOODS WORSE. 


People Along Marne and Aisne Com- 
pelled to Flee—Seine Rising. 


PARIS, Feb. 9.—Flood conditions in 
Eastern France are becoming worse. 
Near Rheims the Marne has risen about 
15 inches to-day, and the River Aisne 
has risen 3 feet within a few hours. The 
inhabitants of the valley are fleeing with 
their belongings. The victims of the last 
flood were just beginning to return to 
their damaged houses when they were 
obliged to take flight again. 

The Seine has risen 9 inches in this city 
in twenty-four hours. The Hydrographic 
Department predicts a continued rise un- 
til Friday, when it will reach a height of 
over 22 feet at Pont Royal and equal the 
flood level of 1882. Et is estimated that 
the Seine at Paris will remain stationary 
from Friday until Monday, when it will 
be augmented to a slight degree by the 
waters of the Marne and Upper Seine. 

Although .onfident that there is no 
danger of a repetition of recent conditions, 
the authorities are taking thorough pre- 
cautions. The level of the parapets at 
low places throughout the city is being 
hastily raised by improvised dikes. 

The return of high water threatens to 
retard greatly the work of repair which 
is in progress. The waters, which had 
dropped below the mouths of the sewers, 
are again pouring into the conduits, 
drowning the electric light and power 
lines in the vicinity of the Place de 
l'Opera. While service has been resumed 
on several sections of the subway, the 
management holds out no hope that the 


main line passing St. Lazare Station will 
be restored for another month. 


| LIEGE, Belgium, Feb. 9.—The River 
Meuse has overflowed its banks, causing 
great damage. More than 200 houses are 
under water at Flemalle and Jemeppo, 
while the suburbs of Liege are inundated. 


FRANCE THANKS AMERICANS. 


Flood Fund Raised by Metropolitan 
Opera Is Profoundly Appreciated.

PARIS, Feb. 9.—Gabriel Astruc, who 
turned over yesterday to a syndicate 
of the French press for distribution to 
victims of the flood the $10,000 remit- 
ted to him by the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Metropolitan Opera, told me 
to-day that he had received from the 
chiefs of the French Government as- 
surances of their profound appreciation 
of this evidence of the generous sym- 
pathy of Americans for Paris in her 
time of misfortune. 

The fact is commented on here that 
the sum in question exceeds any contri- 
bution ever made before for a charita- 
ble purpose from the proceeds of a 
single theatrical performance. It is 
greater than the total amount raised 
for the same object by the Paris Opera, 
the Opera Comique, and the Comédie 
Frencaise combined. 


TAFT MAY MEET ROOSEVELT. 


Plans for ex-President’s Reception 
Here Include President’s Presence. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—President Taft 
to-day received full information of the 
details of the plans thus far formulated 
for the reception to ex-President Roose- 
velt upon his arrival in New York Har- 
bor some time between June 15 and 21, 
Col, John A. Stewart, President of the 
New York State League of Republican 
Clubs, and representative of the Repub- 
lican Club of New York City, discussed 
the matter with the President for half an 
hour or more and told him that the com- 
mittee which would be placed in charge 
of the celebration would undoubtedly ex- 
tend later an informal invitation to him 
to be present at New York as the guest 
of honor. 

There is some doubt whether President 
Taft will be able to take part, but it seems 
more than likely that he will, as he prob- 
ably cannot go to Alaska. The plan for 
President Taft’s part in the welcome 
home is to have him present In New York 
City, so that Mr. Rovusevelt may call upon 
him, the day’s celebration ending with a 
big banquet, at which President Taft and 


ex-President Roosevelt will be the princi- 
pal sneakers. 

Col. Stewart said that the reception was 
to be kept free of any suspicion of fac- 
tional politics, and there was nothing of 
the ‘‘ return from Elba’’ movement con- 
nected with it.

BARTENDER GOT 
BARON'S DIAMONDS 


Heirlooms Worth $10,000 Lost 
by Valet on the Way to 
Nobleman’s Fiancee.

CAUGHT BY REWARD OFFERED 

Alleged Confederate Held When He 

Called at the Plaza-—Bartender Says 
Gems Were Left in His Keeping.

Circumstances surrounding the loss of 
two black diamond rings, valued at $10,000, 
heirlooms owned by Baron de Baldinger- 
Seidenberg of Paris, who is staying at the 
Plaza, were explained last night by 
the arrest of Walter Huelsebush, a bar-~ 
tender employed in a saloon at the south- 
weet corner of Sixth Avenue and Fifty- 
ninth Street, and Rex Loin, an ftrony 
worker, of 107 tiudson Street, Hoboken, 
N. d. 

Loin was detained by William Mcll- 
wraith, the house detectives at the Plaza, 
at :30 o'clock last night when he applied 
at the information desk in response to 
an advertisement offering $100 for the re- 
turn of the rings, and his arrest followed 
upon the arrival of Lieut. Patrick Curry 
from the Central Office. 

The Baron arrived here last Friday on 
the Mauretania, and registered at the 
Plaza, leaving the same day for Niagara 
Falls. Before his departure he left the 
rings in @ sealed envelope and instructed 
his valet, Alfred Gardner, an Englishman, 
to deliver them at the home of a young 
woman on Fifth Avenue, near Sixty-first 
Street, to whom the Baron is said to bs 
engaged. 

Instead of making the delivery the valet 
visited the Great White Way, and ended 
up at the saloon at Sixth Atenue and 
Fifty-ninth Street, where he became 
friendly with the barkeeper, Huelsebush. 
When the valet woke up the next after- 
noon at the Plaza he discovered that the 
rings were missing. 

The valet, alarmed over the loss of the 
rings which he knew had been in posses- 
sion of the Baldinger-Seidenberg family 
for several génerations, immediately re- 
ported their disappearnce to McIlwraith. 

By questioning the valet MclIiwraith as- 
certained that the Englishman had spent 
some time on Friday night at the Sixth 
Avenue saloon, which is just one block 
distant from the hotel. The valet spoke 
freely of ‘‘his friend, the barkeeper,”’ 
whom, he told the house detective, was a 
jolly sort of person. The valet also con- 
fided to MclIlwraith that he had told the 
bartender confidentially regarding the 
sealed envelope containing the rings which 
he had in his possession. 

Meilwat-detailed several men to shad- 
ow Huelsebush, the bartender, and to 
find out something regarding his habits 
and his friends. They found that the 
bartender lived at 112 River Street, Ho- 
boken, and that he was friendly 
Loin, the young ironworker. 

A detective was detalled to watch the 
home of the young woman, in Fifth Ave- 
nue, to whom the rings were to be dellv- 
ered, as there was a possibility of the 
rings being taken there on account of the 
address upon the envelope. 

An advertisement was also inserted in 
the newspapers, which read: 


$100 REWARD—Lost last Friday or Satur- 

day morning, between Fifty-fourth and 
Fifty-ninth Streets, sealed envelope contain- 
ing two black diamond rings. Return to ad- 
dress on envelope or the Information Desk, 
Piaza Hotel, 


On Sunday, the day the advertisement 
appeared, the Baron returned from his 
trip to Niagara Falis. He was greatly 
disturbed at the loss’ and had little hope 
after he heard the vatet’s story of his 
Saturday night's experience. 

While the detectives were constantly 
shadowing Huelsebush and also watching 
the house in Fifth Avenue, it was not 
until last night that the watch at the 
Plaza was rewarded by the appearance 
of Loin. 

When Loin was arrested and taken to 
Police Headquarters he said that he had 
found the rings on Fifty-ninth Street at 
4 o’ciock Saturday morning, and that he 
had thrown the envelope away. 

When Huelsebush was placed under 
arrest half an hour later the detectives 
told him that Loin had confessed, where- 
upon the bartender admitted that the 
rings had been in his possession since Fri- 
day night, but that the valet had given 
them to him for safe keeping. 

The Baron was out of town last night 
when the arrests were made, but he is 
expected to retugn in time to-day to-ap- 
pear against the two men when they ure 
urraigned. Huelsebush is charged with 
grand larceny and Loin will have to an- 
swer to the charge of receiving stolen 
gcuds. 

Much secrecy was made last niglt over 
the uatmne of the young woman to whom 
the rings were being sent when they 
disappeared, although it was said that 
She was prominent in social life. 

A ard of the Baron gives his home 
as the Chateau de Mornay in France, He 
is 25 years old. 


CROWD CHEERS GAYNOR.

Without Apparently Recogniz- 
ing Protestant Interference. 





FAIRBANKS IS COMMENDED

Receives Many Cablegrams of Con- 
gratulation—Rome Paper Wonders 
What Roosevelt Will Do. 





ROME, Feb. 9.~The Pope considered 
personally to-day the recent incident in- 
volving former Vice President Fairbanks, 
to whom a private audience was refused 
by the Vatican because he insisted on 
keeping an earlier engagement to address 
the Methodist Society’ here. 

The Pope said he regretted that he had 
not been able to receive Mr. Fairbanks, 
but that he could not depart from tke 
policy adopted, as to do so wouid appear 
to give recognition to the interference of 
certain Protestant denominations. 

Mr. Fairbanks has received many cable- 
grams from the United States congratu- 
lating him on his attitude. One of them 
Says: ‘Your dignified vindication of 
American toleration is heartily indorsed.” 
Another says: ‘‘ The entire Protestant 
world congratulates you.”’ 

Other messages have been received from 
various places In Italy, among them one 
Saying: ‘‘Greatly admire your attitude 
in preferring to speak to the evangelical 
people of Rome rather than submiit to 
Vatican intolerance.”’ 

The Tribuna, in commenting on the in- 
cident, says: ‘* Ex-President Roosevelt is 
expected here soon. He also has been 
invited to speak before the Methodists, 
We shall see whether he prefers the 
Methodists or the Pope.”’ 

Several versions of the tncident are in 
circulation, but Mr. Fairbanks himself 
gives the following: 

“When I reached the American College 
on Sunday Mgr. Kennedy said that he had 
been advised from the Vatican that it 
would be impossible for me to haves a 
Papal audience if I delivered my contem- 
plated address at the American Methodist 
Church J] repiled that I had agreed to 


make an address. anu was obliged to keep: 


the agreement; that I had always exer- 
cised the privilege of speaking to Cath- 
olics and Protestants alike whenever they 
desired and whenever it was possible, and 
therefore I regarded the arrangement for 
the audience as ended. 

“I spoke to the students of the Ameri- 
can College along patriotic and moral 
lines, giving the Catholic Church a full 
share of the credit for the great work 
by all the Christian 
churches. The subject of the Papal au- 
dience was suggested again by Mgr. Ken- 
nedy a little later. He had received fur- 
ther instructions in the meantime, ant 
said that if I did not speak at the Metho 


dist Church the arrangement for the audi 
ence. would hold good. 
‘“‘T replied that I appreciated the in- 
tended courtesy, but the alternative was 
impossible. I would speak as announced, 
and thus would “be obliged to forego the 
audience with the Pope. When I advised 
Dr. Tipple, the pastor of the Methodist 
Church. he said that he was ready to 
release me from the engagement, but_I 
answreed that that was impossible. In 
the circumstances, I felt obligated to 
speak in fulfillment of a promise made be- 
fore the Papal audience was arranged. 


ASSAILS METHODIST COLLEGE. 


Boston Pilot Accuses It of Vile and 
Poisonous Methods.

BOSTON, Feb. 9.—Under the caption, 
“The Fairbanks Incident,” The Boston 
Pilot, official organ of the Archdiocese of 
Boston, will publish next Saturday an edi- 
torial setting forth the rigid etiquette 
which has always governed visitors to the 
Vatican. It says that, however uninten- 
tionally, Mr. Fairbanks himself created a 
situation which made it impossible for the 
Pope to receive ne The article says of 
the Methodist Cuhrech: 

on For twenty years it has filled Rome 
with the vilest literature against the 
Papacy and all the Popes, including Pius 
xX. himself. It has bribed poor women 
starving in the poor districts of Rome and 
all Italy, to forsake, at least in appear- 
ance, the faith of their fathers and of 
their nation and of their royal house. 

“It has by money and gifts and prom- 
ises cajoled young men and girls away 
from their Catholic homes. It has taught 
them all the poison of its methods—to 
vilify and calumniate and lie about the 
clergy, the nuns, the religious institutions 
—and then has sent this renegade brood of 
deluded dupes all through Rome and Italy 
to breed mischief and discord and strife 
in families and villages where before 
all was unity and peace. 

‘More, much more than all this, the 
Methodist College in Rome has done and 
still does. 

“ Mr. Fairbanks doubtless was unaware 
of alk this. DoubtlesS he thought that the 
Methodist College of Rome was merely a 
school where good Methodists, who are 
good people, are educated, and that in ac- 
cepting an invitation to address them it 
was as if he were in America. 

“But Mr. Fairbanks's good faith, though 
doubtless understood by the Vatican, 
could not change the status of the Meth- 
odist College. There was no good faith 
in that establishment, but only venomous 
hatred for the Vatican and of the holy 
old man who resides therein. So it was 

ositively conveyed to Mr. Fairbanks that 
1e must choose either his audience or his 
address. Both were incompatible with 
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either dignity or decency.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 9.—¥Frances E. 
Floerickey, a graduate of the Convent of 
Notre Dame, in Rittenhouse Square, shot 
herself through the heart In her apart- 
nents to-night and thus observed the an- 
niversary of the murder of her mother 
and the suicide of her father. She was 
22 years old. : 

lt was at the same hour of the night 
on the 8th of February, 1904, that her 
father, Col. E. F. Floerickey, who com- 
manded a Missouri regiment in the civil 
war, and who lived in New York and had 
long been separated from her mothe, 
whose residence was here, begged for 
a short interview with the latter. The 
girl Frances had gone to the charity 
ball—her first, Col. Floriecky wasted no 
words on his wife, but shot her through 
the head as she approached him. Then 
he blew out his own brains. 

To-day Miss Fivericxey called in the 
janitor’s wife and told her to clean the 
apartment thoreughly. She said that a 
great event in her life was about to take 
place and smiled when the woman guessed 
variously at marriage and engagements. 

Miss Fioerickey was left independently 
wealthy by the tragic dedth of her pa- 
rents, Her apartments were handsomely 
furnished. She lived quite alone and had, 
apparently, few friends. Most of these 
were girls who had gone to school with 
her. Her guardian, Frank B. Stokely, a 
lawyer, visited her accasionally, and there 
was one other man, quite unknown to the 
other tenants, who was apparently devot- 
ed to the girl. 

Miss Floerickey occupied the entire third 
floor—six rooms. Of course, the janitor’s 
wife whispered the hint of the wonderful 
event about to take place in Miss Fioer- 
ickey’s rooms. The neighbors wondered, 
for she did not entertain. 

Played Over Old Tunes. 


Miss Floerickey went to a matinée this 
afternoon. She returned to her apart- 
ments, and a Mrs. Schlessinger, who lives 
in. rooms beneath on the second floor, 
heard her play on the plano. Over and 
over she played the tunes that she loved 
and that the neighbors had learned to 
associate with her, Directly over the 
plano was a small traveling clock. Miss 
Floerickey could see the hands move. She 
often talked-of her mother, according to 
Mrs. Schlessinger. 

Precisely at ©& o’clock Miss Floerickey 
called Mr. Stokely to the telephone at his 
home, at 1812 South Broad Street. 

She told him to pay several little bills, 
and gave him instructions to take care 
of her Boston terrier. 

“Why do you tell me to do this?” 
asked Stokely. ‘‘Of course I will, but 
what's the matter with you?” 

‘I’m terribly tired of this life,” she an- 
swered. ‘‘ Mother was just here, and I 
think I will follow her.’’ 

Stokely understood. He called to a 
friend, and together they called a taxicab 
and started for the girl’s apartments. 

Miss Floerickey shot herself with a 
magazine revolver. Mrs. Schlesinger 
heard the shot and ran out and called to 
Trumbower, a policeman. Trumbower 
found the doors of the apartment locked. 
He got out on the fire escape and tried a 
window. This, too, was bolted. He 
smashed the window and stumbled 
through, only to spraw] across the bed on 
which the girl had fallen. It was dark. 
All the curtains had been drawn. Trum- 
bower pressed the electric button. 

Died Grasping Crucifix. 

Miss Floerickey, the revolver lying sev- 
eral yards away from her, but with a 
crucifix tightly grasped in her other 
hand, was stretched across the bed. Trum- 
bower, not waiting to open the door, called 
for a patrol through Miss Floerickey’s 
telephone. By this time Mr. Stokely ar- 
rived and with him came Dr, John J. 
Lwebrecht of 4,011 Chestnut Street, whom 
Mrs. Schlesinger had called. 

Miss Floerickey was fully dressed, and 
Dr. Loebrecht made a hasty examination. 
The girl, however, had been sure of 
her alm. She probably died instantly. 

On the dressing table across the room 
were two letters. One was addressed to 
Mrs. Floerickey. In this note Miss Floer- 
ickey told her mother that she couldn't 
bear to see her face in the moonlight 
smile and fade away. It pleaded with the 
murdered mother elther to come back to 


her daughter or take her daughter with 
hor. 

The other letter was written for all to 
read. Therein Miss Floerickey told how 
she had loved to see the face of her 
mother smile at her in the darkness. 

‘But I am tired of waiting for her,’ 
it ran. ‘‘] cannot stand cnis any longer.”’

NO DANGER FROM COMET. 


Michigan Astronomer Says There’ll Not 
Be Poison Enough to Kill an Insect. 


ANN ARBOR, Feb. 9.—Prof. W. J. Hus- 
sey, astronomer of the University of Mich- 
igan, to-day ridiculed the idea that any 
danger to life might result when the 
earth passes through the tail of Halley’s 
comet. 

‘**All comets are of the same chemical 
nature,” said Prof. Hussey. *‘ The earth 
has passed through comets’ tails before, 
and no bad effects have been felt. The 
comet is 14,000,000 miles away, and the 
cyanogen gas from it will not be suffi- 
cient to produce any noticeable effect. It 
will be like adding one molecule of gas 
to a large roomful of air. There cannot 
be any possible danger even to an insect 
from the small quantity of hydrocyanic 
acid which might result in the atmos- 
phere. You will find fifty times more of 
the same gas inany chemical laboratory.’’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Great _ inter- 
State industries can be brought under 
permanent Federal supervision through 
a system of regular reports to a Federal 
agency, in a rational effective way, 
which will involve no drastic action, but, 
on the contrary, will forestall it. Such is 
the conclusion drawn in the annual re- 
port of Herbert Knox Smith, Commis- 
sioner of Corporations, to the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor, which was made 
public to-day. 

‘The deepest interest of this genera- 
tion,’’ says Mr. Smith’s report, “lies in 
the control of its dominant commercial 
forces. The issue is moral, involving deep-

College Organ Gives Undergraduate 
Feeling on Procter Dispute.

PRINCETON, N, J., Feb. 9.—The Daily 
Princetonian, an undergraduate publica- 
tion of Princeton University, will publish 
an editorial to-morrow morning voicing 
sentiment of the undergraduates in the 
graduate school controversy. This comes 
before an important meetirs of the Board 
of Trustees in the afternoon. The editori- 
al writer conferred with both Dean West 
and President Wilson in reaching his con- 
clusions, so what he says may be con- 
sidered authoritative. The editorial says 
in part: 

*“Dean West believes in a college en- 
tirely composed of graduates. He sees 
the matter primarily from the graduate 
Student’s standpoint. President Wilson, 
after the experience gained in watching 
developments at Merwick since its foun- 
dation, has changed his ideas on this 
point, and now thinks that upper class- 
men should be allowed to lve in the 
same buildings with the graduates. This 
does not mean that they should in any 
sense dominate the college, but that the 
few undergraduates who might so desire 
might be allowed to live there, 

“A fair-minded observer would say 
that Dean West’s report had the sanction 
of the Trustees, whether or not they have 
ever adopted it as a body. Mr. Proctor’s 
ideas upon what the proposed college 
should embody are gained from this re- 
port. He overlooked the fact that central 
location was as essential in the pian as 
first outlined, and that subsequent ex- 
perience at Merwick has convinced Pres- 
ident Wilson and a@ majority of the com- 
mittees of both Faculty and Trustees that 
it is, more than ever, necessary.

was returned. After hearing it read he 
turned to his attorney and asked: ‘* What

Then he asked his attorneys to go to 
luncheon with him, and a moment later 
they left the building. 

Dr. Hyde had refused to testify or even 
be sworn during the inquest. The eyes 
of jurymen, spectators, witnesses, and 
even the official stenographers were riv- 
eted on the physician, who had been with 
Col, Swope the day he died, when Coro- 
ner Zwart looked at a piece of paper con- 
taining the list of witnesses. His lips 
were just beginning to frame the name 
of Dr. Hyde when Frank P. Walsh, Dr. 
Hyde's attorney, rose and said: 

“The attorneys for Dr. Hyde have ad- 
vised him not to testify. We do not 
care to have him testify here, and there- 
fore, at our suggestion, he must decline 
to be sworn.”’

Recently Dr. E. E. Smith 
was sent to Milroy, the body was ex- 
humed, and an examination disclosed 
strychnine in the woman’g liver and 
spleen. 

Dr. Smith, who is a pathologist, living 
at 96 Fast Twenty-ninth Street, testified 
yesterday that nothing else than strych- 
nine could have caused the womans 
death. Dr. Isaac I. Platz of 1,722 Madi- 
son Avenue said that he was called to 
attend Mrs. Lustig before Dr. Phillips 
got there, and that he prescribed no med- 
icine which contained strychnine. 

Dr. Phillips told yesterday of the scene 
in Lustig’s house when Mrs, Lustig died.

The strength of the market began with 
the opening. The London market had 
seen substantial gains before the opening 
here, and when the trading began on the 
Stock Exchange quotations were from 
1% to 2 points higher in leading stocks. 
The market seemed crowded with buying 
orders, and the advance was sustained 
with only small recessions, as profit tak- 
ing and attempts of the bear interests to 
resist the advance became factors. 

The strength of the cpening was shown 
in advances such as 25 in Amalgamated 
Copper, 2% in Great Northern preferred, 
2%, in Chesapéake & Ohio, 2% in Southern 
Pacific, Reading, and American Smelting, 
2 in Union Pacific, Rock Island, and New 
York Central, and 1% in Consolidated Gas 
and Atchison.

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THIEF A JUDGE OF FEATHERS. 


Only the Best Osfrich Plumes, $12,000 
Worth, Taken from Two Stores. 


Thieves, headed apparentiy by some one 
able to judge valuable feathers, have 
alarmed Broadway dealers in ostrich and 
other feathers by two successful raids 
on establishments in the last two weeks. 
The showrooms of Selz & Lewine, at 771 
Broadway, were entered Saturday night 
or Sunday morning, when feathers valued 
at $5,000 were taken, and on the night 
of the same day a week previous the 
showrooms of the African Feather Com- 
pany, at 781 Broadway, were entered 
and $7,500 worth stolen. The thieves left 
no clue. 

The place of Selz & Lewine was entered 
from the floor above. A small opening 


had been cut through the celling and an 
umbrella let through. he umbrella was 
evidently used to catch the falling plaster 
of the ceiling while the hole was being 
enlarged that the delicate feathers might 
not e damaged. Letting themselves 
through the opening, the thieves opened 
every box and show case in the store, 
selecting only the most valuable feathers. 

At the place of the African Feather 
Company thieves, finding the lock on the 
door unbreakable, swung themselves 
down from the roof of the building to a 
sign outside the window.

OHIO LEADERS MAY 
FIGHT ELLIS'S RULE 


Taft’s Peacemaker Will Face 
Bitter Fights Over the Govern- 
orship and the Senatorship. 








HE WAS ONCE A DEMOCRAT 





Old-Line Republicans Resent His Desig- 
nation as Chairman—Cox, Once His 
Sponsor, May Oppose Him. 





. Special to The New York Times. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Feb. 9.—Republi- 
can politicians here are freely predicting 
that President Taft’s plan of settling dif- 
ferences within the party in Ohio by 
making Assistant Attorney General Waco 
H,. Ellis, Chairman of the State Committee 
will have the opposite effect. It is de- 
Ciared that Ellis will face one of the worst 
tangies within the history of the party, 
and that he will be found to have a hard 
fight on his hands from the first. Fully 
half the leaders in the State are expected 
to resent his intrusion into State politics 
in this fashion, and to make open war 
upon him. 

Ellis at the outset will have a hard time 
in making headway, because his Repub- 
licanism is a growth of recent years. He 
was formerly a Democratic leader in this 
city and changed to the other party over 
night. There was much feeling because 
George B. Cox took him up and made him 
City Solicitor. It took all the strength of 
that powerful boss to subdue the resent- 
ment among the old-timers, who thought 
that they had been ill-used in favor of a 
convert. This matter is the more com- 
plicated in that Cox will probab!y demand 
that Ellis be ‘oyal to him and will be 
disappointed. After Cox had placed him 
in line for the hontdrs that have since 
come to him, he took himself out from 
under the boss’s wing and showed inde- 
pendence that was not pleasing and is 
likely to continue to do so. 

But the chief cause of dissension lies in 
the heated fights for the Gubernatorial 
nomination and the Senatorship, which 
were under way before the President 
undertook to bring harmony. Warren G. 
Harding, James R. Garfield, and Judge 
Orrin Britt Brown had already started 
their canvass for the Governorship. Mr. 
Harding and Mr. Garfield have their 
county delegations solidly pledged to their 
candidacy, and Judge Brown has been 
formally put forward by Cox. It is ex- 
pected that Cox will stand by his candli- 
date, for it is a generally accepted theory 
that he named Judge Brown because of 
an obligation of long standing, due to the 
loss of money by the jurist in an invest- 
ment into which he was drawn by Cox. 

It is understood here that after Mr. | 
Ellis has been made Chairman he wili put 
forward another candidate for the Guber- 
natorial nomination who has been chogen 
at Washington as the one on whom all 
factions can unite. Should he do so, it 
is believed that he will find his candidate 
the one whom all the factions will fight 
bitterly. It is not likely that any one of 
the three now In the field will withdraw. 
‘Mr. Ellis is also bound to find himself in 
trouble over the Senatership. It is not 
believed to be likely that the President’ 
will assent to the re-election of Senator 
Dick, and he will not ‘retire without a 
fight. He is now demanding a primary on 
the Senatorship, and it will take much 
diplomacy to avert open warfare on this 
point Other Senatorial candidates also, 


who fear that Charles P. Taft will seek 
the place again, will prove factors in the 
tangle. 

Mr. Ellis is believed to be rather a 
fighter than a diplomatist, and so it is

LABORITES ARE DISSATISFIED. 








Liberal Programme Not 
Enough—Irish Also Criticised. 


NEWPORT, Eng., Feb. 9.—In 
dress opening the tenth annual 
of the Independent Labor Party to-day, 
President James Keir Hardie threw cold 
water on all suggestions that the Labor- 
ites in the forthcoming Parliament should 
be blind followers of the Government. 
He said: 

*“‘I confidently assert that those who 
hope to see us bring about our own un- 
doing by entering into some agreement or 
understanding with the Government are 
doomed to disappointment. At 
and hazards we must maintain a 
plete freedom of action both in the House 


of Commons and in vur constituencies 
The treatment meted out to, our candi- 
dates byethe Liberals in tne recent con- 
test was not the kind to predispose us 
in favor of any friendly relationship.” 

President Hardie declared that the pol- 
icy of the Liberals toward the peers, es 
outlined, did not inspire the lLaborite 
with confidence. To talk of whabonine 
the veto power of the Lords was toying 
with democracy, he said. <Any second 
chamber must, in the nature of things, be 
reactionary and could be intended only 
as a check to progress. He said the pol- 
icy of the Labor Party remained un- 
changed and was to sweep the House of 
Lords into oblivion. The same unsullied 
independence which had produced 
many Labor measures in the past 
continue to work for ends yet 
gained. 

Mr. Hardie called attention to 
that the Irish had failed to support 
Labor candidates and reminded the 
tionalists that Lrish aspirations were not 
to be attained without the ald of the 
English Labor vote. 


DUBLIN, Feb. 9.—John Redmond was 
re-elected Chairman of the Nationalist 
Party at a meeting at Mansion House to- 
day. Fifty-four members were present. 
Timothy Healy and William O’Brien and 

heir followers, who had not been invit- 
ad, did not attempt to participate in the 
election.

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THE ULTIMATE BUYER. 

" % is some years since Mr. BLAINE 
mashed his silk hat upon the table of 
the Committee of Ways and Means and 
egked what there was fn the tariff bill 
of that day to help the farmer to sell 
e@ barrel of pork. The echo of that 
question is embarrassing the Republic- 
ems to-~diay, and Mr. Tart’s National 
imcorporation tax raises a like embar- 
rassing question. The trouble of the 
moment for every man is how he shall 
meet his cost of living, and Mr. Tarr 
produces a bill, which some persons 
gtfil think will make life easier for the 
trusts, but which promises no relief 
for the ultimate consumer. Also Mr. 
Tarr’s bill looks out for the investors. 
They are to be assured, not what their 
‘stock is worth to-day, but what it was 
worth when issued. The assurance 
may deteriorate with lapse of time, Dut 
on the date of issue the securitics of 
the Federally vouched trusts are to 
have a par value. There is nothing to 
guarantee the worth of what the trusts 
pell besides their securities. 

Now comparatively few buy securi- 
fies, and none have to buy them. But 
atl of us have to puy the commodities 
of the various truxts, and we all want 
to buy cheap. The securities are to be 
inspected and guaranteed In some re- 
spects, but the ultimate general con- 
sumer—the man who buys to eat or 
wear—is abandoned to the mercies of 
the market whi.) ts to be so mercifully 
tempered to the peeds of the man who 
buys and sells #)ares. This is a lame 
conclusion to a atupendous reform. The 
price of commodities is the burning 
question of the very minute, and we 
ere to get a reform of great interest 
te the speculator and the investor, but 
of slightest interest to the man in the 
gtreets and the shops. The speculator 
er investor is in no euch need of guard- 
fanship as the man who must eat or 
@lothe himself, and who has to take 
what the shops offer. He cares little 
whether he buys of a holding company 
or a partnership, or ae trust or an indi- 
widual. He wants some relief from the 
eost of living, and Mr. Tart tenders 
him a statute, which is Chapter II. of 
the infuriated crusade against the forms 
fhm which business is done. 
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GENUINE TAX REFORM. 

In the report prepared by Davin A. 
Wereits for a New York Tax Commis- 
gion more than a generation ago the 
suggestions of tax reform made in 
Mayor GaYNor’s letter to Mr. Lawson 
Punpy are examined, recommended, and 
supported by clear and convincing rea- 
goring. For more than three decades 
the principles of that Commission's re- 
port hawe been accepted and advocated 
By the soundest writers on the theory 
@md the just laws of taxation. The 
Mayor's letter to Mr. Purpy indicates 
thet hts Honor has given enlightened 
@tudy to the subject. 

Mr. Garwor asks the President of 
She Tax Board to inform him what deci- 
gnel would be added to the tax rate 
jn. real estate if the personal taxes 
Were whotliy done away with. It is 
Rime that the farce of the personal tax 
fwere ended. The assessed valuation of 
@he real property in all the boroughs 
we the City of New York was last 
rear $6,700,000,000. The personal prop- 
ety, after the swearing-off process, was 
tleserse4 at $440,000,000. These figures 
fm themselves demonstrate the failure 
@f the personal property tax. There 
ts reason to believe that in a community 
Mike this the actual value of personal 
Boldings is not much below that of thé 
real estate. On that basis it appears 
that the assessors reach only about 
ene-fifteenth of the personal property. 
Experience demonstrates the futflity 
of persisting in the attempts to assess 
and collect personal taxes. 

The Mayor is probably correctly in- 
formed that the abolition of the per- 
gonal tax would not materially raise 
the tax rate on real estate. The burden 
of taxation upon the community would 
be no greater, and it would be more 
evenly distributed. Everybody uses 
real estate, and as a general rule the 
use made of real estate is in proportion 
to the means of the owner or occu- 
pier. Moreover, the value of real es- 
tate is directly related to, it is In a very 
real sense created by, local improve- 
ments, for which the money collected 
through ‘taxation is spent. There would 
be some distribution of the slight addi- 
tional burden on real property, but no 
general shifting is to be apprehended, 
gt is not often the case that rents can 
$e raised meenes of higher taxes. Ren- 
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tal value depends upon the location, 
and upon the use the tenant can make 
of the premises, not upon the taxes the 
landloré has to pay. The ultimate con- 
sumer does, of course, pay all costs. 
But rent payers under a reformed sys- 
tem of taxation would in general pay 
only their fair sharo of any increase 
devolving upon rea! estate. 

It should be made clear in the begin- 
ning that what the Mayor proposes is 
not at all the single tax advocated by 
Henry Groran. Taxes under the May- 
or’s plan would be imposed to provide 
revenue, not as a means of enforcing 
certain social reforms. There is not 
the slightest suggestion of confiscating 
lands by taking their entire rental 
value. It is of good augury that Mayor 
Garworn has brought this subject to 
the attention of the public.

PEARY, VICTOR. 

There is no tragedy like that of 
alienation from the sympathies of man- 
kind, no joy and triumph like their 
victorious possession. Commander 
Prany suffered this alienation, he has 
achieved this victory. 

The man who stood before the cheer- 
ing thousands in this city Tuesday 
night, his face and jaws still reddened 
by exposure to the arotic skies, stood 
there as the type of humanity. He had 
dared and endured, fought, suffered, 
and conquered. They cheered him. [It 
was not that he had overcome physical 
obstacles alone; that he had led expe- 
dition after expedition penetrating the 
cold solitudes of the earth; that he was 
the discoverer of Melville Land and of 
Hefiprin Land, and had found Green- 
land te be a great island; that he had 
civilized and enriched the simple High- 
landers of the Arctic; that he had 
brought back with him the greatest of 
known meteorites; that, after the quest 
of a Mfetime, he had touched his lips to 
the frozen grail of the North. Because 
of these, indeed, he typified those 
strange and pecullar attributes of man, 
hatled by the olden chorus:

The utmost rigors of nature he and 
his brave band had subdued. But more 
than this is to his credit. He knew, as 
no other man could know, that in the 
mystery of the northern wastes Iny the 
possfbfitties of human treachery and 
Geceit. Before he had started upon 
his least great voyage he was made 
avare of this peril, and prepared bhim- 
self to mest it. He had braved the 
cold and the physical darkness; he now 
nerved himself te meet them in their 
alliance with dark malice, envy, and 
imposture. Immediately wpon his re- 
turn to ofvflization Tux Timms published 
a letter which tt had received from 
Commander Prany on the eve of his 
departure North, showing clearly his 
foreknowiledge of Coox’s designs. 

The whole world now knows haw it 
was deceived, tricked into garlan/ing 
the impostér and denouncing the man 
of great and worthy achievement. goem- 
mander Prary has met and over vme 
the world’s prejudice in the final test of 
man’s endurance and faith.

BABSON PREDICTS 
A PANIG IN 1912 


Economist, In a Talk to a Y. M. 
C. A. Class, Says One-fourth | 
of Our Prosperity Has-Gone. 


SELIGMAN DEFENDS TRUSTS 





Thelr Vast Aggregations of Capital 
Serve to Steady the Financial - 
World in Time of a- Grieis. 


About one-quarter of the period of pros- 
perity has gone and another financial 
crisis may be reached about. 1912, ac- 
cording to the observations drawn from 
financial history which Roger W..Bab- 
son, the economist, expounded last night 
at the West Side Y. M. GO A. The high 
point of Stock Exchange prices usually 
comes after about one-third to one-half 
of the prosperous years have been en- 
joyed, said Mr. Babson. So he believes 
that there will be recovery frem the 
present decline before @ general trend 


downward sets in. 


He founded his deductions first on the 
area, theory of financial phenomena. 
When the composite curve of a large 
number of financial factors, such as im- 
ports, bank clearances, iron production, 
and tmmigration are plotted, it is seen 
that action and reaction are about the 
same, and that about as large am area 
is used to represent a depression as at 
a time of prosperity. The only thing, 
argued Mr. Babson, is that no man can 
tell how intense a movement one way or 
the other will be, and consequently he 
cannot say enether there will be a long 
period of mdderate prosperity or a short 
period when everything booms, 

Much the same result is arrived at by 
examining twenty-five of the great com- 
mercial factors, said Mr. Babson. It is 
found that at present eight factors int 


to continued prosperity—building statis- | 


tics, bank clearings, imports, immigration, 
crops, railroad earnings, foreign mone 
rates, and failures. Hight factors foretell] 
lower stock price namely, commodity 
prices, money in eirculation, Controllers’ 
reports, exports, balances of trade, gold 
movements, new securities, and the pro- 
duction of got. Six other subjects, in- 
cluding bank statements, are of a nega- 
tive character. On the whole, contended 
the speaker, this system of prophesying 
the future appears to signify that the 
culmination of the stock market will be in 
the next three or four months. 

The relation of the bank deposits to 
loans, it was pointed out, is aiso fairly 
satisfactory at present. The ratio of 
loans to deposits has increased greatly 
since last year, but the onl in 
sight is the strain that he be imposed.

Prof. Edwin R. H. Seligman of Colum- 
bia followed with a discussion of com- 
mercial crises as distinguished from the 
financial crises known as panics, He 
pointed out that commercial crises or de- 
pressions were inknown in this country 
tilh 1817, and had been becoming less se- 
vere On every recurrence since 1857. This 
he accounted for by the fact that they 
have been caused by capitalization of in- 
dustry, and that modern industry is be 
coming better organized, and go better 
able to meet them. 

His explanation of their recurrence was 
the natural tendency to overcapitalize 
enterprises, which was often done quite 
innocently. Man is generally optimistio, 
and so he cverestimates the value of a 
business as a going concern and capital- 
izes it overmuch. 1en ensues the pain- 
ful process of squeezing the water out 
of the stocks. 

In this connection Dr. Seligman spoke 
of ono good feature in the so-called trusts. 
One reason for the short duration of the 
commercial crisis of 1907 was the steady- 
ing influence of these great aggregations 
of capital. The United States Steel Cor- 
poration would not raise its prices durin 
the boom period before the cras an 
tried not to lower them afte » hoe 
said. Consequently it acted as a steady- 
ing influence on the business world. 

The lecturer also touched on the con- 
tinued increase in the output of gold, 
which tended to raise prices when other 
causes were at work to decrease them 
and put-in a strong plea for some kind 
of a central banking institution, denoune- 
ing the present system of decetralization 
and local self-government in financial 
affairs as a childish attempt to deal with 
a problem of ever-growing complexity. 


CIVILIZATION “ SOUSED.” 


Th, pacts About Alcoholism Ought Not 
to be Ignored. 


To jné Bditor of The New York Timee: 

I nave read your quotations from the address 
delivered recently by Dr. T. Alexander Maoc-~- 
Nichol, and am puzzled at the use of the 
word ‘‘ pessimistic’’ {nm describing his senti- 
ments, Has any one proved that Dr. Mac- 
Nichol is wrong in his statements? There are 
any number of people who believe him to be 
right, and if he has merely stated a fact why 
should he be called pessimistic? 

The word optimism seems, through common 
usage, to mean & whitewashed, rose-tinted, 
sugar-ooated description of the bitter thinga 
of life which some men absolutely refuse to 
see, and pessimism, instead of standing for 
the distorted vision of a’torpid liver, is utilized 
wherever a man observes actual conditions and 
describes them exactly as they are, with no 
attempt either to gloss or to darken them. 

Apparently no two words in the English 
language are more abused than the two in 
quéstion, and no intelligent thinker {s more 
wronged by the public than when he is called 
a pessimist ‘for merely being a truth teller, 
Dr. Lawrence F. Flick says in the fifth an- 
nual report of the Henry Phipps Institute: 


The mortality among those who admit a 
history of alcoholism is 100 per cent. higher 
than it is among those who deny it; and 
the mortality among those who admit a 
history of alcoholism in the tg 
generation is about 80 per cent. higher 
than the mortality among those who deny it. 


In view of these facts is it not possible that 
Dr. MacNichol’s suggestion that the Govern- 
ment should use its police power for the de- 
struction of. alcoholism (to save future genera- 
tions of school children) is something more 
than pessimism? .- 

Regardless of the fact that the writer will 
also be called a pessimist I have no hesitation 
in saying that civilization is *“‘ soused’’ at the 
present time, and unless the Government soon 
reforms itself and its people there will be 
little vitality or longevity left for comin 
generations.

UPSETS NOVEL WILL CLAUSE. 


Court Sets Aside $500,000 Provision for 














When Emanuel Walter, a millionaire 
carpet and furniture dealer of San Fran- 
cisco, died in October, 1905, he left a

He directed his brothers, 
Moritz Walter of this city and Isaac N. 
Walter of San Francisco, as his executors, 
to hold the residuary estate, amounting 
to about half a million dollars, as a trust 
fund from the income of which they were.

relatives within the sixth degree that 
might seem worthy of help in the next 
fifty years. At the end of that time the 
residuary estate was to be divided among 
all his relatives within the sixth degree, 
of whom there were already about 600.

Says He’s Willing to Sell His 
Philadelphia Opera House, 
Giving Rivals Control. 








STILL DEMANDS GUARANTEE 





Charges That Metropolitan Company 
Waived Guarantee to Influence Move- 


ment Against Security for Him. 





Oscar Hammerstein made yesterday an 
addition to his former statement about 
opera in Philadelphia, in which he said 
that he would be willing to sell his Phila- 
delphia Opera House to the Metropolitan 
Opera Company if that company would 
The complete statement 
follows: 

“When I telephoned my views and dc- 
cision to the Philadelphia newspapers 
yesterday I was not acquainted with the 
full text of the announcement made by 
the Metropolitan Opera House. I reit- 


“erate that the decision of the Metropol- 


itan Opera Company to continue opera in 
Philadelphia for no more than twenty per- 
formances without a guarantee next sea- 
son has not the slightest influence upon 
my decision to discontinue my perform- 
anoes in that city unless I obtain a guar- 
antee such as has been given to the Met- 
ropolitan in all the past years. 

““My Philadelphia Opera House is de- 
voted to grand opera only; no other form 
of attraction is permitted by me; its dig- 
nity and devotion to this great purpose 
must not be invalidated. Therefore the 
edifice is unoccupied for seven months 1n 
the year; orchestra, chorus, and all at- 
taches, numbering nearly 500, are all 
residents of Philadelphia, and all these 


are being paid by the week. There are 
but four performances a week in Phila- 
deiphia against five in New York, with 
the same expenditures, while the prices 
of admission are the same regardless of 
an expenditure of nearly $2,000 per week 
for transportation. 

“It is evident that the intent and pur- 
ye of ~he Metropolitan Opera Company 
n waiving its guarantee for next sea- 
son is to Influence any movement 
against the guarantee which I am unable 
to do without. Why did they exact a 
guarantee when they had the field to 
themselves? With some trepidation I 
venture the expression of a thought that 
the sudden magnanimity of the Metro- 


politan Opera Directors.in offering opera | 


without a guarantee has been brought 
about by the certainty that Philadelphia 
would not have offered them any guaran- 
tee whatever in future. In November last 
the Metropolitan Opera Company an- 
nounced that it was willing to pur- 
chase the Philadelphia Opera House if ! 
withdrew. To prove once more that my 
labors in the field of grand opera are 


inspired by the loftiest of motives and! 


uninfluenced by any thought of monetary 
gain f am willing to sell the Philadelphia 
Opera House to the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, giving it sole control of the 
operatic situation in Philadelphia. I will 
continue my life’s labor in the cause of 
art and great music in New York only.” 

Directors of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company said that they had nothing to 
a in answer to Mr. Hammerstein's 
offer.

Mrs. Duncan, Who Sang In the Greek 
Language, May Be Teacher—The 
Course Will Be Open to All Free. 





Greeks of the city to the number of 
about 1,000 met last night in the Greek, 
otherwise known as the Evangelismos, 
Church, in West Thirtieth Street, be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth Avenues, and 
vigorously protested against the present 
production of the opera ‘‘ Elektra” at 
the Manhattan Opera House. 
cipal speakers were Raymond Duncan, 
brother of Isadora Duncan, the dancer, 
who still clings to the traditional Greek 
manner of dress; Pope Lazaris, the priest 
of.the church, and Michael F. Theodorop- 
Olas, L.L. D., editor of the Thermopylae, 
the Greek paper published in New York. 

The objection to the opera as set forth 
by all the speakers is that it violates all 
the accepted canons of Greek dramatic 
Structure, defames the Greek classics, 
and givés the American people an entirely 
erroneous idea of Greek literature and 
art. After the meeting a project was 
formed to teach Hellenic music in this 
city. 

A school for this purpose will be started 
Monday evening in the basement of the 
Greek Church. It will be free, and people 
of any nationality may join. Penelope 
Duncan, wife of Raymond Duncan, may 
be the teacher. Last night Mrs. Duncan 
sang several Greek songs in the original 
language, just to give an idea of the 
beauty of Hellenic music. Next Saturday 
afternoon, as a further protest to the 
American method of presenting ancient 
Greek dramas, the Greek colony in the 
city will give scenes from the original 
“Elektra ’’ of Sophocles and from other 
ancient Greek dramas at Carnegie Ly- 
ceum, 

The scene last night was picturesque. 
Dressed in flowing robes and sandals, 
with his long hair streaming over his 
shoulders, Mr. Duncan stirred his au- 
dience in the gas and candle lighted 
church to enthusiasm. The speaker said 


it was his purpose to show that the beau- 
ty of the original Greek dramas was in- 
finitely more interesting than the garbled 
versions. In the present opera, he said, 
Elektra was represented as a shrieking, 
howling maniac, while in the original she 
was just the opposite. 

* Everything that is good, beautiful, and 
true in the drama to-day,’ said Mr. Dun- 
can, “‘has its foundation in the Greek 
drama of centuries ago. The same is true 
in regard to modern music. All the pres- 
ent musical terms and technical knowl- 
edge has been handed down through the 
writings of Greek dramatists and philoso- 
phers. ‘ Elektra,’ which is one of the 


works, has been mutilated and molded 
into one of the most vile and immodest 
plays ever put on the American stage. It is 
our plan to devise a way to put real Greek 
plays and music into the hands of the 
people. That is the only way in which 


American public. 

“Tf the original works of the famous 
Greek authors could be put on the Amer- 
ican stage the people would, enjoy them 
more than they do the bad plays or the 
mutilation of the Greek plays. \Vhy, the 
present managers take a beautiful Greek 
Play and put into the mouths of the char- 
acters cheap Bowery language.”’

Smith & Co., bankers, of 27 Pine Street 
in payment of a stock delivery, was sent 
to the bank, together with another check, 
for certification, through a messenger 
employed by the brokerage firm on Jan. 
24. When the boy returned he had only 
cne check. That for $38,600 was missing, 
and he insisted that the cashier must have 
failed to return it to him. 

Mr. Blood at once notified the bank 
and’ asked that payment on the check be 
stopped. The bank records showed, how- 
ever, that the check had been certified, 
and Mr. Blood was told that therefore the 
bank could not stop payment on it or issue 
a duplicate. The check must have been 
lost amid the great crowd of messengers 
at the cashier’s window or on the street 
between the bank and the brokers’ office.

*“Al’’ Russell, the ‘“‘ King of the Bow- 
ery,’’ died yesterday in St. Luke's Hos- 
pital of heart disease. He had been 
failing for a year. He leaves a widow 
but no children. 

Russell, whose real name was Albert, 
was born in Chrystie Street, near Bayard, 
and as a boy blacked boots for a living 


at the corner of Bayard Street and the 
Bowery, where his Cob, Dock Hotel. now 
stands. He got what education he could 
and prospered rapidly. He was only 43 
when he died. 

He was a friend of ‘‘ Big Tim’’ Sulli- 
van and of “ Big Florrie"’ as well, be- 
sides being a friend of nearly every other 
politician of Bowery fame. He persist- 
ently declined to accept office, althourt 
the Sullivang frequently offered him vari- 
ous-‘nominations which practically assured 
his election. 

He was intensely interested in sports 
of all kinds. In his youth he attained 
some fame as a heavyweight fighter, and 
toured the country, meeting all comers. 
He was an enthusiastic oarsman as well, 
and was President of the Metropolitan 
Rowing Club at the time of his death. 

Russell promoted some of the first go- 
as-you-please six-day~- walking matches 
held here years ago, and later organized 
the Long Acre Athletic Club. @e was a 
member of this club, of the Bohemian 
Rowing Club, the Harlem Rowing Asso- 
ciation, the Larry Mulligan Association, 
the Sullivan Association, and besides had 
aclub of his own. 

Russell had a reputation as a philan- 
thropist. Several years ago he instituted 
a custom of giving turkeys to the poor 
on Thanksgiving, and once he entered a 
lodging house adjoining his hotel and 
distributed $500 worth of overcoats.

Peter Wyckoff, who was known as the 
** millionaire farmer-philanthropist of 
Bushwick,’’ died yesterday in the old 
family homestead, where he was born, at 
1,235 Flushing Avenue, Williamsburg, at 
the age $2.

in that section of Williamsburg more than 
100 years ago.

The original Wyckoffs settled in Will- 
iamsburg toward the close of the eight- 
eenth century, and the farm passed down 
from one generation to the other, Mr.

The homestead he died in 
was erected in 1791, and its appearance 
was never changed. When Mr. Wyckoff’s 
father died he succeeded to the farm, and 
worked it until thirty years ago, when he

He was actively identified with the Will- 
jasmburg Savings Bank, the First Na- 
tional Bank of Brooklyn, and the old 
Williamsburg City Fire Insurance Com- 
pany.

JOHN S. OGILVIE DEAD. 


Founder of New York Publishing House 
Dies After Long Illness. 


John §S. Ogilvie, head of.the New York 
publishing house of that name, died yes- 
terday in his home, 831 Jefferson Avenue, 
Brooklyn. Mr. Ogilvie had been ill for 
the last two and a half years with paral- 
ysis, and had been seriously ill for the 
last five months. He leaves three sons, 
Frank B., Donald, and John S., Jr., as 
well as a daughter, Mrs. Fred Taylor 
Pusey of Philadelphia. Mr. Ogilvie was 


essentially a manufacturer of books, and 
for many years his imprint was a famil- 
lar one On handy volumes dispensed by 
the newsstands, stores, and on the rail- 
roads. ae 

For many years Mr. Ogilvie was active 
in the Republican Association of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, and in 1892 was a 
candidate for Alderman at rge. 

Mr. Ogilvie was born in Kerriemuir, 
Scotland, in 1843, the same town in which 
J. M. Barrie, the author, was born. The 
Ogilvies came to this country in 1847. 
Mr. Ogilvie attended the public schools 
in Brooklyn until he was 10 years old. 
Then he obtained a job as errand boy in 
& drug store and later in a shoe store 
run by his uncle. Later he obtained em- 
loyment in the shipyard of William H. 
Vebb. After working in the ship yard 
all day he would attend Cooper Institute 
in the evenings and was graduated as a 
mechanic. While still employed as a me- 
chanic he obtained a situation as teacher 
in one of the night schools of New York, 
and when 25 years old entered the em- 
ploy of the National Temperance Society 
and Publishing House, where he learned 
the publishing business. 

Ten years later Mr. Ogilvie went into 
business for himself and hired a corner 
about 10 by 12 feet in the fourth loft. of 
29 Rose Street. That was the beginning 
of the extensive publishing business 
owned and conducted by Mr. Ogilvie. 

Mr. Ogilvie was a member of the Union 
League Club of Brooklyn, the Manufact- 
urers’ Association, the Order of Scottish 
Clans, the Knights of Honor, Knights 
and Ladies of Honor, aria the Publishers 
and Booksellers’ Association.

Joseph F. McGill, for forty years a 
member of the volunteer and organized 


Fire Departments in this city, died of 
heart failure on Tuesday at his home, 126 
Waverley Place. Mr. McGill gained a 
wide reputation as a fire fighter: He was 
an intimate friend of John Kelly and 
Richard Croker, besides other men promi- 
nent in the city.

BENCHED AT GARDEN 


Large Crowds View and Admire 
Various Breeds of High- 
Class Animals. 








2,000 ENTRIES EXHIBITED 
West Highland White Terriers a New 
Attraction Which Is Pleasing— 
Women Visitors Numerous. 








The aristocracy of dogdom was on ex- 
hibition yesterday at Madison Square Gar- 
den, when the doors were thrown open 
for the thirty-fourth annual bench show 
of the Westminster Kennel Club. From 
the tiny Pomeraaians, the pet of the wo- 
men, to the huge Great Danes there was 
every other type of dog in the exhibitfon 
which can boast a pedigree, and there 
were @ few whose lineage, according to 


the books, was somewhat limited, but 
they were the exception rather than the 
re and it was truly a gathering of the 
elite. 

More than two thousand dogs are on 
view, which exceeds in point of numbers 
any bench show ever given by the organ- 
ization. Then, too, the entries claim more 
in the way of variety, for the breeds of- 
fered in the exhibition total to sixty- 
three. The most notable addition to the 
classes was the entry of the West High- 
land white terriers. They have never 
before been on show in this city, and 
the lovers of dogs were caught by their 
attractive appearance. During all of yes- 
terday they probably attracted more at- 
tention than anyother breed on the 
benches. 

The opening yesterday went down as a 
record-breaker in point of attendance. 
From early in the morning to late at 
night there were lines of spectators mov- 
ing between the rows of dogs. Fashiona- 
bly gowned women were more in evidence 
even than the men, and they were by 
far more demonstrative in their apprecia- 
tion over some types which appealed to 
them as they passed by on tne tour of in- 
spection. For the most part the dogs took 
it all good-natyredly, and there was little 
indication to resent the kindly caresses 
which greeted them. 

The judging rings attracted a large part 
of attention in the afternoon, and they 
were a busy sight, with dogs huddled 
here and there, waiting for their turn 
on the block. The awards made yester- 
day were in the following classifications: 
Pointers, bloodhounds, Russian  woif- 
hounds, English and American fox 
hounds, Clumber < yrens> Great Danes, 
collies, bulldogs, bull terriers, Boston ter- 
riers, Pomeranians, and St. Bernards.

Gem, which’has a record of nearly two 
hundred prizes to its credit in exhibi- 
tions abroad. Miss Anna Sands’s Pom 
Patch, which, it is said, was purchased 
abroad at a high figure, was not equal to 
winning out in its class.

PRINCETON’S NEW TRAINER. 


Keene Fitzpatrick to Have Charge of 
All the Tiger Athletes. 


Special to The New York Times, 

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 9.—The an- 
nouncement of Keene Fitzpatrick’s resig- 
nation as athletic trainer at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and his acceptance 
of a similar position at Princeton Unt- 
versity was officially confirmed here to- 
night. Fitzpatrick is to begin his work 
at Princeton next September, and he will 
have charge of the physical condition of 
the athletes on all the athletic teams. 
His principal efforts will, of course, be 
devoted to the care of the men !n foot- 
ball, baseball, basket ball, track, and 
as yt trick is to occupy a position of 

Fitzpatric & 
similar capacity to that filled by the late 
Jim Robinson. Since Robinson’s death 
two men have acted in the capacity of 
trainer, one for football, the othe for 
track, and although no criticism of the 
condition of Princeton teams has been 
made by the Tiger authorities, it was 
decided after the resignation of Val Flood 
that the old system of placing all train- 
ing in the hands of one man should be 
restored. 

Fitzpatrick has a notable record 4s 
trainer.

National Trotting Association to 
Gradually Eliminate ‘‘Under 
Harness.” 





UNIFORM RULES ARE NEEDED 





Several Changes Discussed, but No 
Radical Code Will Govern Sport 
~—Election of Officers, 





The National Trotting Association held 
its twenty-fifth Congress at the Murray 
Hill Hotel yesterday, representatives of 
381 tracks being in attendance, several of 
the delegates holding numerous proxies 
of members who were unable to be pres- 
ent. Peter P. Johnstone of Lexington, 
Ky., who has served twenty-two years as 
President, called the congress to order, 
and later in the session he was re-elected as 
head of the association. This year’s meet- 
ing show that the National and Amer- 
ican Trotting organizations are working 
more in harmony than ever before, and 
instead of making rules to suit themselves 
as heretofore, the two bodies got to- 
gether and adopted uniform rules as far 
as possible to govern light harness racing, 
The changes in rules that were adopted 
were not as radical or sweeping as was 
anticipated, although a new rule was 
adopted which will eventually bar the use 
of hopples on pacers. 

The election of officers and Board of 
Review to serve for two years resulted as 
follows:

The rule which the congress adopted 
concerning hopples worn by pacers pro- 
vides that they shall be abolished at the 
beginning of the season of 1915. Up to 
that time there will be a gradual elim- 
ination of this ‘“‘ under harness”’ as fol- 
lows: 

Hopples shall not te used itn races or per- 
formances agsinst time on two-year-olds or 
younger in 1910: on three-year-olds or younger 
im 1911; on four-year-olds or younger in 1912; 
on five-year-olds or younger tn 1913, and on 
six-year-olds or younger in 1914, after whicna 
time they will be barred. 

A proposed rule to allow horses to start 
on half-mile tracks in classes four seconds 


slower than on mile ttracks was discussed 
at some length, but ho change was made 
in the present rule. The effort to make 
uniform a rule which places the distance 
flag at a certain distance from the wire 
was discussed, but no change was adopt- 
ed. The trotting associations of Ohio re- 
ceived the privilege of joining either the 
National or Ameriean Trotting Associa- 
tions. Heretofore, on account of the con- 
troversy between these bodies, they were 
compelled to Ye both organizations. A 
new rule provides that in all purses there 
shall be five entries, two to start. Several 
other rules were revised. 

A new rule was adopted prohibiting a 
driver from using a timing watch during 
a race without the consent of the judges. 
Violation ef this rule {s punishable by a 
fine of $50 or suspension. é

THREE FLIGHTS IN ’PLANE. | ACCEP TS SPANISH CHALLENGE 


Triaca Successfully Navigates Air at 
Garden Gity, L. |.

GARDEN CITY, L. I. Feb. 9.—Albert 
Triaca, the Italian aviator, has had three 
trial flights on the gfounds of the Inter- 
national School for Aeronautics here be- 
tween last evening and noon to-day, but 
80 quietly were they made that the fact 
did not become generally known until 
they were over. Triaca is founder and 
manager of the International School for 
Aeronautics, which was first established 
in New York City before being brought to 
Garden City. 

No attempt was made to leave the 
ground on these preliminary runs, with J. 
EK. Smith, designer of the motor, in the 
aviator’s seat. The enormous ’plane was 
run out of the shed at Ninth Street, Gar- 
den City, last evening and started down 
the mile track toward Mineola, on the 
Hempstead Plains.

Swiss Aero Club Refuses to Turn Over 
Trophy Won by E. W. Mix. 


The Aero Club of America, through 
President Cortlandt Field Bishop, is try- 
ing to secure possession of the Interna- 
tional Aeronautic Cup, which was won by 
Edward W. Mix, Oct. 5, 1908. The trophy 
is in possession of the Swiss Aero Club, 
which has refused all demands for it. 

The contest for the cup was held at 
Zurich, Switzerland, and Mix, who repre- 
sented the United States, beat his nearest 
competitor by nearly 150 miles. His bal- 
loon landed in a remote part of Poland. 


He was detained by the Polish police for 
some time. - The victory was clean-cut 
and decisive. © 

According to the rules of the compe- 
tition thirty days are allowed the club to 
reach a final decision, and a second thirty 
days for an appeal. This time expired 
Dec. 2, and more than two months have 
elapsed since that time. 

President Bishop wrote several letters 
requesting that the cup be forwarded to 
the club, but none of the letters was an- 
swered. He then cabled a demand for 
the cup. The Swiss Club replied that the 
trophy was held pending an appeal to the 
International Federation. President Bish- 
op has, however, ascertained from the 
federation, of which he is a Vice Presi- 
dent, that no protest or appeal had been 
filed by a competitor club, and it is ata 
loss to understand the action of the Swiss 


Club.

The American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company gave up the stock because the 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the Standard Oil case made con- 
trol of it throuch a holding company im- 
practicable. testimony was given 
by the Vice President of the Telephone 
Trust, E. J. Hall, who frankly stated that 
his company first considered owning va- 
rious independent companies directly, 
and then tried in vain to interest bankers 
in the holding company proposition, based 
on a plan -to form a ten million dollar 
corporation, in which the American Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph Company should 
have a dominant interest. 
The suit was based originally upon the 
theory that the Morgan purchase was 
actually in the interest of the trust, and 
there were several features of vesterday’s 
evidence which the lawyers hailed As 
bearing out this contention.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Puzzies Are Not Necessarily “Toys,” 
as They Are Used by Adults. 


According to a decision handed down 
yesterday by the Board of United States 
General Appraisers, paper puzzles are not 
necessarily ‘‘toys’’ in the sense that they 
are intended for the amusement of chil- 
dren. In partly sustaining a protest filed 
by R. F. Downing & Co. against Collector 
Loeb’s classification of the puzzles as 
“ toys,’’ the decision points out that many 
puzzles are too complicated for children 


and require oftentimes the patience and 
ingenuity of adults. 

The puzzles consisted of so-called sep- 
tum and padlock puzzles. The former is 
a fiat, rectangular sheet of paper on one 
side of which is printed the benefits to 
accrue from the use of a certain brand 
of cocoa, while the reverse side has a 
lithographically orinted eight-pointed star. 
The other puzzle is in the form of a 
paper padlock and key. This puzzle also 
contains advertising matter. Both articles 
are intended for distribution as noveltics 
or favors. Collector Loeb took the po- 
sition that the articles fell within the 
tariff provision for ‘‘toys’’ and duty was 
therefore exacted at the rate of 35 per 
cent. on the value of the goods. 

Downing & Co. set up claims for duty at 
25 per cent. as ‘‘ printed matter,’’ or else 
as “lithographic prints,’’ with duty at 
specific rates. After a consideration of 
the protests, General Appraiser Fischer, 
in his decision for the board, reaches the 
conclusion that neither of the importer’s 
claims regarding the classification of the 
padlock puzzles is correct, and the pro- 
test is accordingly overruled. At the 
same time the General Appraiser is not 
satisfied with the classification imposed 
by the Collector. Mr. Fischer thinks that, 
instead of being returned as ‘‘toys” at 
3 per cent., Mr. Loeb should have class- 
ified the padlock puzzles at the same rate 
as being “‘manufactures of paper. 

The board sustains the claim of the im- 
porters for the classification of the sep- 
tum puzzle at specific rates as “ litho- 
graphic prints.’’ 

‘Tt appears to us that it was error to 
classify these articles as ‘toys,’’’ says 
the decision. ‘‘ There are puzzles and 
games which are primarily intended_ for 
the use of children as playthings. Such

Reports of Congress- 
men Hermano Hasslocher 
and Pedro Moacyr on the 
petition, made_ by _ the 
‘Companhia Brasileira

Report of Congressman Hasslocher. 

The ‘* Companhia Brasileira de Energia Elec- 
trica ’’ on September 21st, inst., addressed a 
petition to the House of Representatives ask- 
ing for a concession to construct, operate and 
enjoy a system of distribution of electric power 
for private illumination in this capital and its 
suburbs during the term of sixty years. 

It bound itself to accept the clauses that, tn 
the contract, may be dictated by the govern- 
ment, in behalf of the public safety and recu- 
larity of the service: to supply electric power 
|}at the price of 100 refs, paper currency, equiva- 
i} lent to $0.03 American currency, for the kilo- 
| watt hour, consumed for illumination, being 
(said price the maximum, and to initiate the 
| illumination no¢ before September 16. 1915. 
| The petitioner does not ask any privilege, but 

instead gives the government the faculty of 
giving at any time siinilar concessions by free 
competition. 
On the 22d of the same month the Company. 
Societe Anonyvme du Gaz de Rio Janeiro.’’ ad- 
dressed to the House of Representatives a peti- 
tion, protesting against the request made bv the 
other concern and alleging that. pursuant to the 
tenor of a contract entered into by same and 
the government on September 14, 1899. onlv 
; said company has the right of placing and 
maintaining in the public thoroughfare the 
necessary calalizations for the supplying of 
gas for any purpose and electric power for illu- 
mination. 

It was stated furthermore In connection with 
gas and electré power for public tlumination 
that the term of its privilege expires only in 
1945. but that the exntration of the term for 
private fliumination will be due on. the 16th 
of September, 1915. 

And then it savs: ; 

Therefore, until Septembé? 15th. 1915, no one. 
absolutely none, can set calalizations for elec- 
tric power with the intention of illuminating 
purpose, either before or after the aforesaid 
date. Taking into consideration the private 
illumination bv electric light. it will only from 
September 15th, 1915, on be permissible to lercal 
authorities to allow the placing and majnten- 
ance of the calalizations in the thorouchfares. 

Being aprointed as referee in this case. Con- 
gsressman Teixeira de Sa, his opinion was that 
the same should be referred to the Supreme 
Court, having voted against this opinion Con- 
eressmen Panlino de Souza, who, presenting a 
long and well founded statement, expressed his 
opinion denying the request made by the 
“Companhia Brasileira de Electricidade.’’ 

The well learned Congressman started out 
commenting the conclusions of the referee's 
opinion, and found that only in the hypothesis 
of being granted the petitioner’s request by the 
House can the concession be given, and under 
the circumstances of the case by the Supreme 
Court providing the tntervention of the protest- 
ing party under the pretext of injury to its ex- 
clusive privilege. 

He goes on studying the matter of the petition 
in itself, the conyenience of its immediate reso- 
lution as regards the illumination of the Fead- 
eral Capital six years from now, the competi- 
tion question, the monopoly, municipal owner- 
ship of such services of th@® presumed rights of 
the protesting concern. alleging of being the 
only one that can place in the thoroughfares 
ecalalizations for the distribution of electric 
power for public as well as for private !llumi- 
nition, for the first purpose up to 1945 and for 
the second until 1915. 

And thus closed his speech. Congressman 
Paulino de Souza being of the opinion in deny- 
ing the request made by the Campanhia Bra- 
suleira, 

We will follow, more or less, the same meth- 
od of our distinguished colleague in expressing 
our vote. 

\Ve shall start thus, commenting the oppor- 
tunity of resolving. from now, the problem of 
private illumination by means of electric Nght, 
matter of a privilege of the ‘* Societe Anonyme 
du Gaz’’ up to September 15, 1915. 

This concerh, in accordance with a contract it 
entered into with the government, {fs bound to 
supply electric light for private individuals for 
a certain price up to the time mentioned, but 
for the supplying of gas light its privilege runs 
up until 1945. 

On the 15th of September, 1915, {ts 
for the supplying of electric light will expire, 
as well as the rates; stated in the contract 
having it, however, the right of charging there- 
after whatever it will see fit. 

The only concern which has elements for the 
supplying of such a kind of light undoubtedlv 
is the ‘‘ Soctete Anonyme,’’ from that time on. 
if it will not have a competitor, Ilkely equipned: 
a privilege, in fact, without any restrictions 
due to an expired contract. will then be thor- 
oughly enjoyed, and it will have a free hand 
to vse, and abuse, of the situation, as results 
of the above facts, for its benefits. 

The Government, which duty is to look for 
the interest of the community, will] find itself 
unarmed. in the contingency, without any 
means for checking the extortions, which, pos- 
sibly, cannot be seriousiy contested. 

In fact, if the gas company enjoys, at the 
present, and will enjoy up to 1915, the exclusive 
right of supplying electric light to private in- 
dividuals, it is the result of a contract in 
which the Government intervened so as to 
eaferuard the rights of the people and to regu- 
late the actions of sai€@ Company, binding it to 
its fiscalization and establishing a price that 
cold not be exceeded, 

Tint in the seme contract. it was stipulated 
that from the oth of September, 1915, on, said 
Company covld explcre, as it did see better. 
the indvetry of lie it supplying. 

IT WIL. BE FRE, so the contract reeds, 
that hetween the reletions of the supplier with 
the consumer there would not be any interven- 
tion of yolitior, thus ascertairing in fact the 
conditions of the natural situation that both 
would find themselves. ,

Gaz"’ from September léin, ivid, on, owing 
to the terms of tne contract it entered into 
with the Government, will have tne right of, 
freely, expioring tne supply of electric ilumina- 
tlon for privaie indiviauals. And when Ono 
suys ireely, sayS a8 well, without restrictions, 
put those of Olie’s exciusive interest, prevailing 
on the community's interest, and on tne pevp-s 
turgotten and, thereiore, liabie to all sorte OF 
usurpations. 


lf this concern will be operating alone, _in 
that tield, and if on that account 1¢ Will enjoy 
the benerits of the most hatred WIUnOPUly, 
which cannot be, but the resulis of a conces- 
sion granted with restrictive ciauses, the peo- 
pie wiil be in their merciless hands and sub- 
jected to its imipositicns. ’ 

This is not pussible, owing te the Govern- 
incent’s intentions, which must regulate the 
public interests, before which the private ones 
niust find themiseives. 

Thus being the case, it is the Governments 
duty to see that the conimunity interests are 
safeguarded, avoiding the painiul contingency 
the peuple would find itseif into, ana, In time, 
preventing the harmful resuits that mus¢ be 
roreseen. 

The situation to confront with {ts the popula- 
tion on September 10th, 1915, facing the prob- 
lem of electric illumination for its own private 
use, 

Why wait for that day when any one is cer- 
tain that no other step should be taken, but, 
with a great deal of time ahead, PREVENT- 
ING SUCH a CONTINGENCY, as the contrary 
would be criminal careiessness. 

It is known that the supplying of electric 
illumination in the actual state of expicoralion 
of this industry, depends on expensive and 
long delayed installations and of great works 
requiring an ehormous amount of money, which 
must be looked for in the proper time. 

Thus, there is explained the government's 
wise act in opportunely intervening in behalf 
of the population. And, if it had stated a cer- 
tain term for the exploration of an industry 
exclusively, in the hanis of a particular con- 
cern, but for which purpose it established con- 
ditions for the common good of the people, it 
did so, exactly, to avoid them from being un- 
armed and subjected to a monopoly, and, 
therefore, it could not allow the population to 
find itself absolut@ly depending on that cOon- 
cern. 

The means of the people's defence cannot, 
nor shall, be postponed for the time of the con- 
tract’s expiration, which regulates the condi- 
tions between the supplier and the consumer, 
but should be attended in time, the prelimi- 
nary of the opportunity ought to be resolved 
in the affirmative. 

If the intention is to avoid that the ‘‘ Com- 
panhia du Gaz’ shall find itself in an excep- 
tional and favorable position before the public, 
the good common sense points out that, before 
such date, steps ought to be taken to prevent 
such a fact. The most essential thing is to 
avoid it in time, without any infringements 
of the Company’s rights, which~«question will 
be discussed later on. 

Thus, being the question brought to its strict 
points, it results that it is the government's 
duty, before the date of expiration of the 
sanctioned monopoly, 140 take the necessary 
steps against the non-sanctioned one. As this 
talk of inquiry, if such steps should be taken, 
two, three, four, six years before, does not 
amount to anything as long as the point is to 
take them. It is of great convenience to re- 
solve eanticipatedly this matter, even taking 
into consideration a reason obtained from the 
arguments of the vote of Congressman Paulino 
de Souza. 

His Excellency says that there will not tn the 
least be any doubt, if the concession asked by 
the ‘‘ Companhia Brasileira’’ is granted, that 
the gas company will take this case to the 
judicial power so as to ascertain its validity. 

he case will take In court either one of the 
two courses—an ordinary actidm to nullify the 
Congress act, or a possessory injunction to pre- 
vent the placing of the canalization. 

gut, at all events, the gas company would 
take such an action, were the concessions 
granted, six or two years, or even months or 
days. before. The embarrassing situation for 
the competitive company car be extended, and 
if it will not have time enough for its definite 
resolutions it is possible that what wiil happen 
is the judicial power’s intervention. 

The voter is the first one who foresees the 
judicial litigation between the two concerne if 
the concessions will be granted to the ‘*‘ Com- 
panhia SBrasileira.’’ Therefore, logically, he 
must be of the opinion that there is very con- 
venient to give ample time for the conflict to 
follow all its courses, and to be resolved be- 
fore sacrificing the public interests, 

In. such conditions it is to conclude that there 
is a great deal of convenience in finding out 
right now what there is about the case which 
interests to such an extent the population of 
this capital. Having this been known the Na- 
tional Congress’ authority shall be looked into 
for the granting of the concession asked, and 
in the meantime no right of Htigation should 
be considered, but the case shall be looked at 
aS it 18s. 

By Section 34, No. 30. of the Constitution, 
the Congress can reserve for the Union the 
services it May gap reasonable of the federal 
district, and aco, jing to this principle the 
(Congress Das legj ted for the public and pri- 
vate illumination ,*; said district. 

The Law of Des, aber 51, 1898, in Section 25. 
letter ‘“‘G,’” evidentiv shows it. In pursuance 
of same the Executive Power was authorized 
to revise the contract with the gas company 
for the betterment of the illumination by elec- 
tricity or any other process upon which law 
was drafted the contract, which is taken as 
basis for. the claim of the ‘‘Société Anonyme 
due Gaz."* Furthermore, it shall be remem- 
bered that the organic municipal law. No. 85. 
of September 20, 1892, in Its Section 58, letter 
““H,’’ read that at the municipium the service 
of public illumination will be reserved without 
mentioning the private one, which ts a matter 
of our thoughts in the present case. 

The arguments of Congressman Paulino de 
Souza could be taken into consideration as re- 
gards to the interpretations of the law refer- 
ring to this point that it is quite a fact that 
he Congress took for itself the same, and that 
the laws regulating it are taken from it. Still 
the law 111 of November 19, 1903, modifying 
the organic law of the district, conferring sev- 
eral duties on the Mayor, in the Section 38, 
letter “‘G,’’ it mentions the regulations of illu- 
mination of the thoroughfares, and it does not 
confer to2 him authority to regulate the private 
iilumination; besides, it would not prevent the 
Union from taking to itself. as it was done, 
the autheurity on the illumination.  Further- 
more. in the contract with the gas company. 
which gives to this concern privilege for elec- 
tric lighting suppfy to private individuals up 
to 1915 aud for public illumination up to 1945, 
it was stipulated that at the expiration of this 
latter date all the plants of that concern would 
revert to the Union. Therefore it is clear that 
is the Union's interest, which is in evidence in 
the present case, as the new concession is go- 
ing to interest its holdings. But be that ag it 
may, the gas company enjoying the privilege 
for public :rllumination up to 1945, it is obvious 
that giving to the Municipality the richts to 
regulate the private illumination from 1915 on. 
evidently it would hamper the action of the 
first, by the interference of two distinct powers 
on the same object. 

Thus having the historic of the matter heen 
considered before the laws mentioned, the Con- 
rress authority, to take into consideration the 
petition of the Companhia Brasileira de Energia 
Electrica, is indisputeble. 

We are going now to look into the Gas Cem- 
pany rights opdosing the pretention addressed 
tn the Congress. It alleges that its. privilege 
covers the exclusive right of setting and pre- 
serving, in the public thoroughfares, of the 
area of the illumireticn, the calalizations that 
shall be necessary for the gas distribution for 
any purpose, and of the electric power for {)- 
lumination. 

The protesting party ‘‘ Societe Anonyme du 
Gaz,’’ however, brings forth the terms of sec- 
tion 1 of its contract, which cannot be under- 
stood, but in its full sense. 

Sail company has the privilege to set the 
ca'alization for the supplying of gas and elec- 
tric light, within the time stated in the con- 
tract. 

The calalization is not the purnsose of the 
privilege, but the means of it; the purpose is 
the supplying of electric Hight and power. 

No one else can make calalization for those 
purposes, during the term in which, said pur- 
poses will be a monopoly of the ‘* Sociéte An- 
onyme du Gaz.’’ 

Zut to make calalization, not belng for the 
same purnose, is not violation of privilege; even 
during its +xistence. 

The industry, or commerce, of the petitioning 
company is, not setting calalization,. but, to 
sell light and power. 

For this purpose it will make calaHzation 
and has a privilege with Himited term within 
which to no one will he. permissible making 
similar ‘nstallations for the same purpose, as 
there 18S a monopoly to be observed. 

But from that’ it cannot be conceived that 
the installation of calalizations is not faecu- 
lative for a second concern to be able to sup- 
ply light to private individuals from the date 
of expiration of the gas company exclusive 
privilege. , 

Even the gas company thus agreed with the 
government, accerting this final resolution of 
the Section ist of its contract. 

‘It is, however, understood: that. from Sep- 
tember 15th, 1915."" the supplying. af ‘electric 
nower, either made hv the contracting party 
or by third parties, will be entirely free. 

The precept, “In. .convencionibus comtrahen- 
tium voluntas netius. quam’ verba | speetari 
plaeuit," is perfect!y caked for in the present 
Care.

‘‘It is, however, understood that from Sep- 
tember 15, 1915, the setting and preservation 
in the puodlic thoroughfare of the area of fie, 
lumination of the necessary calalization fof) 


the distribution of electric power private ili) 


lumination. made by the contracting party. 
by a third party will be entirely Tree.” 


But this was not written in the referred sec- ‘ 


tion, and that the supplying would be free 
from that date on. 

Now, for the free supplying to be realized on 
such date,.it is presupposed that the competitos 
must be fully equipped. And the government, 
dealing in the name of the population, and 
which it is its legal proxy, stipulated the lib- 
erty of supplying from September 15, 

The very representative of the gas company 
does not comprehend, on the contrary, this dis- 
position; so that, in the concession. given te 
him, as successor of ‘William Reid, in’ 1905, 
the municipality, this clause was admitted by 
him. 

‘* As soon as the privilege enjoyed by the ‘ So- 
elete Anonyme.du Gaz de Rio de Janeiro,” ac- 
cording to the terms of the contract, in force on 
June 7, 1900, for the supplying of electric light, 
being expired, the contracting party can supply 
electric power, not only for public illumination 
but also to private individuals, without having 
such concession the character of privilege.’’ 

Any other interpretation would mean, in be- 
ing admitted, that the gas company, from 1915 
on, could indiscriminately dispose of the private 
illumination. by means of electric light ‘until 
when, the time having elapsed for new iIn- 
staliations, the first competitor would appear 
offering its resources to the population. 

The liberty of supplying, assured in the con- 
tract, would be twisted by a circumstance of 
force majeure that created a monopoly with- 
Out contrast for the gas company. 

It is enough to consider that it has a privilege 
up to 1915, and that all its installations are 
only one for all purposes, so far as the truth of 
this proposition can be seen. 

It would be absurd to admit that the gov- 
ernment, wishing to assure the free supplying 
of electric light to private parties from Sep- 
tember 15, 1915, on, had not also assured the 
means. for such purpose. 

So that, either by the literal sense of the 
clauses of the contract, or in accordance with 
the rules for its interpretation, it is undoubtful 
that the gas company’s protest has not im- 
portant juridical basis. 

It cannot oppose the Companhia Brasiletra’s 
petition, as it came as a salvation for the In- 
terests of the public of this District, equipping 
itself in time, and so as to avoid that circume- 
stance would reinforce with new power the 
other concern, a monopoly without contrast, as 
it was said before. 

Thus having this point exposed, 
question that {ff there is in the case of @ cone 
flict of interests there is not a conflict of 
rights. 


Without fearing to hurt assured interests, es- 
pecially in law that does not exist, the Cone 
gress can resolve upon the request of the 
**‘ Companhia Brasileira de Energia Electrica ’’ 
without preoccupying itself with the ‘* Seciete 
Anonyme du Gaz de Rio de Janeiro.’

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Now there is left to be known if the Congress 
must atteffd to what has been petitioned by the 
referred company. 

In the full length of its statement there are 
points which clearly show this vote’s opinion 
and which cannot conclude but granting favore 
able decision to the request made by the Com- 
panhia Erasileira. : 

Evidently, it is plainly seen that the situation 
of the inhabitants of the District, as regards 
to the supply of electric light for their private 
needs, May become very precarious from Sep- 
tember 15th, 191%, on, as they will be tied u 
hands and foot to the Companhia du Gaz, If, 
edly proper time, all precautions shall not be 
taken. 

The various systems around which the opin- 
lions are discussed, as regards to the class of 
work, are:— 

Frea competition. 

Monopolies. 

Municipal Ownership. 

It will be in force for the electric private fl- 
lumination, up to 1915, the system of monopoly, 
excessive privilege, resulting from Government’g 
concession, with execution subordinate to the 
fiscalization, and restrictions imposed undeg 
the form of clauses of contract. 

From 1915 to 1945 the gas company will be 
allowed to exploit freely the supplying of elece 
tric Iight to private individuals, and since 
then, there will be started the regime of free 
competition, so there can be no more oppor- 
tunity for it being matter of discussion, neither 
the convenience, nor inconvenience of monopoly, 
regulated by concession, nor municipal owner- 
ship, owing to the fact that the Company has 
ascertained the right.of explaining freely that 
industry up to the time it shall have to render 
its properties to the Government of the Union. 

For this reason is uncalled for the discussion 
of systems proposed by Congressman Pauline 
de Souza, who suggested the monopoly, already 
excluded by the contract with the gas com- 
pany, because in this contract the same free 
dom was assured to that company, for the sup- 
plying of light to private individuals from 
September 15th on, under the conditions 
might please; as well as to the public was as- 
sured the remedy of free competition, which 
is the only corrective against the abuses of 
one sole party. 

It would, therefore, be platonic, any discus. 
sion concerning this matter, as long as we have 
to bind ourselves to a situation of fact. 

To give the monopoly to the gas company 
from i015 it would not be allowed, as a cér- 
tain term for the expiration of same, it is 
enjoying at the present, has been fixed since, 
and, to give a third one would be violating 
the right of said company too freely supply 
electric light to private individuals, and which 
right has been ascertained in the contract. 

But, even admitting the concession of a new 
monopoly, as it is considered best by Congress- 
man Paulino de Souza, it could not be given in 
public competition as long as there would be 
only one concern equipped to do the work, ob- 
ject of same, and even because the gag con- 
cern, not being the concessionary, would pro- 
test against the despoiling of its rights of 
freely selling electric light from September 
15th, 1915. 


Even being a partisan of the monopoly, my 
honorable colleague will not contest that the 
basis of such concessions ought to be always 
competition, 

Therefore, partisans, as we are, of free com- 
petition, we are of the opinion that it shall 
prevall. 

Neither can we see the dangers pointed out 
to us by Congressman Paulino de Souza, bring- 
ing as evidence the opinion of Dr. Ruy Bar- 
bosa, as regards to the exclusive privileges, ree 
ferring to certain public works, which, he be- 
lieves, are exposed to the dangers of traffic 
congestion, as for the execution of same the 
using of the thoroughfares are required. 

The enterprises, or industrial undertakings, to 
which the Brazillian company refers to, are of 
such a nature as to challenge all competitions, 
and as for the running of same there is @ 
great demand of capital, which, only, cau- 
tiously can be adventured in same, pondering 
the economic conditions. 

Besides the whole commercial, industrial, and 
professional activity is, naturally, Nmited by 
the law of offer and demand, which limit is 
not exceeded, unless under the penalty of 
ruin for the-competitors. 

Be it admitted that the capital of Brazil can 
attempt in having two, three, or even four 
companies supplying it with electric light, but 
a fifth one will not engage in that business 
a first investigating the possibility of 
its sucéess. 

London has succeeded in having 20 companies 
supplying it with gas for its populations, but 
it did not have 21; not because the spirit of 
initiative had, naturally, vanished from. the 
minds of the competitors, but because the spirit 
of practice had not advised that one more to 
be a competitor in that field of commerce, 

In the free competition for the supplying af 
electric light to private individuals, the enter- 
prises take into consideration the great expen- 
ditures for the installations of the service and 
base their calculations on probable figures of 
receipts. 

As long as these do not show compensation, 
capital, of course, is not ventured in them, 

Relieving we have said enough so to justify 
our favorable opinion on the pretension con- 
tained in the petition of the Companhia Bra- 
sileira de Energia Electrica, in such conditions, 
we close, submitting to the fudgment'of the 
Resins the framing of the following project of 
aw: 

Section ist. To the Companhia Brasiletra de 
Energia Electrica is granted permission'te set, 
operate, and enjoy a distribution system of elece- 
tric power for private illumination in this 
ital and its suburbs during the period of 
years. 

Section 2. The supplving of Ught for private 
iliumination, which this concession refers ta, 
can only be started after the 15th day of Sep- 
tember, 1915. 

Section 5. The Company binds Itself to ag. 
eept the clauses that the Government may dice 
tate in behalf of public safety and regularity 
of the service. 

Section 4. The company binds itself to not 
charge more than 100 reis, (3.3 cents.) paper 
currency, for the kilowatt, per hour, consumed 
by the illumination. 

Section 5. Moreover, it binds itself to start 
its service the 16th of September, 1915. 

Secticn 6. The present concession does not 
mean a privilege, as the Government has the 
right of, at any time, giving similar concege 
sions in free competition. 

Sectoyn 7. Contrary acts will be revoked,

Opinion of Congressman Pedro Moacyr. With 
great attention I read the voting opinion of 
Congressmen Teixeira de Sa, Paulino de Souze 
and Germano Hasslocher, as well as the peti- 
tions, coples of decisions and contracts,. re- 
ferring to the case subjected to the opinion of 
this Committee. 

I perfectly agree with the doctrine main- 
tained. chiefly by the vote of Congresaman 
Hasslocher, and found useless to add new argu. 
ments in favor of the principle of free competi- 
tion and of the favorable despatch of the peti- 
tion: of the Companhia Prasileira. 

However, I reserve for the right of 
presenting at the time of the discussion of the 
project of law. amendments. in the framing 
up of same, as well as regards to grant identl- 
cal concessions to entrprises or private indle 
viduals that may propose to execute the sere 
vice of private illumination from 1915 on, om 
the same conditions dictated to the Companh 
Brasileira. 

My principal idea is to take out from the 
pending case the character of litigation or pref- 
erence only between the two competitor com- 
panies, and to establish the resolution of the 
matter on a level of generality, which can he 
profitable by all usefti! inciatives that are 
willing ard able to manifest itse!f in behalf of 
the contributors
